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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Applicant indicates that the email attachments of Moody are not electronic mail documents (page 10, 
parag.7). The Examiner disagrees, because the attachment are documents that are being emailed to other users. Hence, the attachment 
are electronic mail documents. 

Moreover, the Applicant submits that any relevance information of the documents being emailed would not have anything to do with the 
respective emails (page 10, parag.8-12). This is in regard to the newly introduced amendment, which cannot be entered at this time of 
closed prosecution, since it requires a new search and/or consideration. 

Moreover, the Applicant indicates that the Examiner has maintained an improper interpretation of the electronic mail documents to mean 
email attachments, and therefore finality should be withdrawn (page 1 1-12). The Examiner disagrees, because the claim language- 
electronic mail documents"-- has been reasonably broadly interpreted in accordance with USPTO rules and guidelines. 

Furthermore, the Applicant notes that Moody fails to explicitly teach the documents being electronic mail (pages 12-13). This argument is 
related to the newly introduced amendment which changes the scope of the claims, and therefore requires a new search and/or 
consideration. 
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
